Sitting close under a roof, which is one of the 
first things the summer sun strikes in St. Louis, 
and with all eyes daily fixed on his official ut- 
terances, Mr. Smith is, for this August at least, 
pre-eminently in the limelight, and highly de- 
serves to be treated as number 10 in the Post- 
Dispatch limelight series. 

Probably Mr. Smith, who has been 21 years in 
the Weather Bureau service, thinks less of the 
temporarily magnified importance of his post, in 
the public view, than of the fact that he is 
now a district forecaster. For while his prede- 
cessor’s prophetic authority extended only to the 
Skinker road, Capt. Smith—isn’t the commander 
of a district a captain, Col. Laird?—has atmos- 
pheric supervision of 10 states, with St. Louis as 
headquarters. 

ST. LOUIS WILL STILL GET 
ORECAST FROM CHICAGO 
ET, sore as may be the wound to our civic 
y: pride, the St. Louis weather office will still 
wait to receive the Chicago forecast every 
r.orning before issuing its local bulletin. for the 
next 36 hours. And usually the forecast here will 
be the same as that in the city of pork and police 
graft. The 9 p. m. forecast, covering 48 hours, is 
issued from the central office in Washington, and 
if Capt. Smith, at his home, feels curious to know 
what it is, he will probably call up the Associat- 
ed Press, rather than his own office, to inquire. 

The Washington forecast, sent out at night, is 
never changed or modified here. With the Chi- 
cago morning forecast the St. Louis official is 
permitted to take some liberties if loca) condi- 
tions seem to justify. Bowie altered the Chicago 
prediction so frequently, and made so good a 
guessing average On local storms and clearance3, 
that Chief Moore cecided his specialty was fore- 
casting and summo.ed him to Washington to 
forecast for the entire country.

shed will not leave him time to fret over 

his restrictions as a prophet. He is planning to 
build up the distribution service in a manner that 
will make the folks along the R. F. D. route think 
the Weather Bureau a thoroughly agricultural 
proposition, and that will make the commission 
merchant, the iceman and the aeronaut agree 
that it is ahead of trolley , cars and next to street 
sprinkling as a city coinfort ‘and convenience. 


During his stay in Columbus he got telephone 
companies into the habit of giving out regular 
weather bulletins over their rural lines, and 
started a display flag service op 4nterurban ®lec- 
tric cars. All the fortunate Ohioans had to do 
was to look out of the kitchen window at the 
approaching flat-wheel flyer, or to take a re- 
ceiver off the hook at 9 a. m. each day and learn 
forthwith whether to hitch up and go to “the 
burg” or to stay at home and hurry up the _ 
harvest. : 

Capt. Smith is going to try and spread plans 
like these through his district, which includes 
the whole or large*parts of Missouri, Kansas, Col- 
orado, Nebraska, Iowa, the Dakotas, rn 
Montana and Wyoming. 


While he is working out these schemes and 
is trying to make the reading matter accompany- 
ing the daily weather map, printed in his office, 
sprightly and fascinating, he will not neglect to 
keep in trim for the inevitable combat with the 
Rev. Irl R. Hicks.

But why should it be necessary for the bridal 
couple to ascend from the gas works? There are 
four licensed balloon pilots in St. Louis, and by fall 
there will be others. One of these, for a fee per- 
haps a little larger than the minister’s, may be 
bribed to make the ascent from the gas works alone, 
landing the balloon in a soulful, sequestered spot in 





St. Louis County or in the Illinois Bottoms, where 
the bride and ‘groom will await him, going thither 
in an automobile which will bring the pilot home. 

The bridegroom, of course, must qualify as a pilot 
before he takes charge of the balloon. But this is 
easy. Ask John Berry, ’Gene Honeywell or Al Lam- 
bert. 

MAKING BALLOON TRIPS 
MAY INDICATE MARRIAGE PLANS. 
T requires only 10 trips in a balloon to qualify 
one as a pilat, licensed to be personal conductor 

of any gas bag that floats. One trip must be 
made alone, and that presents the chief difficulty to 
the prospective bridegroom, who needs company to 
keep him from becoming melancholy. 

One trip must be made at night, but not neces- 
sarily alone. The prospective honeymooner might 
invite his lady love and her chaperon to go.on this 
nocturnal voyage Into the’ empyrean, to study the 
stars above the cloud vapors and whisper honey 
words to the moon at close quarters.

Col. Ruiz need- 
ed some of it. He requested his faith- 
ful wife to leave an envelope with a 
five-dollar bill on the window sill when 
she went to bed on the following night. 
She complied. Next. morning the “ore 
velope was gone. A spirit had taken it. 

About this time the Widew de Ruiz 
suggested that the Baigs ceme and share | 
her house in the pretty suburb of Santa 
Maria. It was spacious and, save for 
herself and a servant or twe, un- 
occupied. The Baigs graciously con- 
sented. Seances progressed apace, for 
now things were very much in the 
hands of the Baig family, of whom 
Salazar made one, and poor Mrs. de 
Ruiz passed her days in raptureus an- 
ticipation of what the nights might 
bring forth in the way of letter e1 
spoken words from her beloved husband 
in the spirit world. 


Executors Are Deposed. 

The Baig family soon discovered an 
odious-impediment to their plans in the 
persons of two executors who had been 
named in the will of the late Col. Trin- 
idad Ruiz. These executors were a sis- 
ter ef the Colonel and an old personal 
friend. They figure but slightly in the 
story because the Baigs managed to 
get them disposed of promptly. 

By cautiously approaching the subject, 
they persuaded their victim that she 
really ought to get her property out of 
the control of the two executors and 
into her own, and Mrs. Cerra de Bailg 
kindly volunteered to go with Mrs. Ruiz 
to the officer of her solicitor, Notary 
Avendano, to help her to do it. There 
was no especia) difficulty, as the execu- 
tors were only formally named and ex- 
ercised no real] control upon the estate. 

The seances got better with a most 
ingenious arrangement of electric wires 
which Papa Baig and Prof. Salazar in- 
stalled during the afternoon absences of 
the mistress of the house. They ar- 
ranged a system of mysterious bells 
which rang at unexpected times in un- 
expected places. They also dug out the 
walls of the room where the seances 
were held and put in a speaking tube 
that assisted greatly in the’ materializing 
voice part of their programs. 


Ball of Fire for Spirit. 

Senor Salazar also devised a ball of 
phosphorescent Nght which, as _ the 
seances advanced, came into frequent 
piay°’as the spirit of the dead Colonel. 
The seance chamber upstairs was heav- 
ily draped. There was an old mahogany 
table across one end of which the me- 
diums hung a black cloth, from beneath 
the folds of which protruded a meg- 
aphone.

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SURGEONS WORK | 
UN TREES FOR if 
WICKED BOREH 


Hunt for Eggs That Soon 
Destroy the Life of 
Plants. 


DEVELOP AS_ BEETLES 





All Parts of City Visited in 


Endeavor to Save the 
Foliage. 





Three crews of arboreal surgeons are 
at work under the direction of Ciiy 
Forester Andrew Meyer to save tlie 
trees of St. Louis from the ravages of 
a berer whose entomologica! alias is 
schrysobothris femorata. 


This insect, whose name suggests the: 


Black Hand, is now in the egg, ready 
to start through the transtormations 
that will make a beetle of him and a 
‘dead one’ of the tree by next spring, 
unless he is destroyed. 

While the City Forester’s surgeons are 
making their rounds in quest of these 
eggs they are also spading the West 
End and South Side. This attention is 
the first ef the sort that has been giv- 
en to shade trees on the streets and: is 
expected to prevent the death of a 
great number. 

Heretofore the trees on the street 
have been subject to the City Forester 
only to the extent that they could not 
be planted, pruned or removed without 
his sanction, but under an ordinance 
passed last winter he has been made 
also their cultivator. The earth at the 
roots is to be stirred severa!] times in 
the course of the year, hereafter. 


Think Them Vandals 
Ferester Meyer’s men, sot withetand- 


ing their beneficient miasion, have not 
received much encouragement from resi- 
dents along streets on which they are 
doing their work. On the contrary they 
are constantly encountering wrathful 
men and women who denounce their 
search for borers as a piece of vandal- 
ism. 

In following the borer te the bottom 
of his lair in the heart of the tree the 
surgeons have te make holes and cuts 
considerably larger than any borer 
could inflict. Sometimes a whole sec- 
tion of bark has to be removed. When 


the claimants of the trees behold that |) 


operation they call it butchery and tele- 
phone te Mr. Meyer te demand that he 
put a stop to it. 

In the work done thus far it has been 
shown that the soft maple is the favor- 
ite home of the borer. Mr. Meyer says 
that is attributable to the -fact that 
when first planted maples are full of 
sap, which, as the tree is expesed to 
the sun, “‘scalds’’ and kills the seuth 
side of the trunk. 

Most of the decay in the trees of St. 
Louis is first noted on the south side. 
This prompts Mr. Meyer's suggestion 
that for the first two years after plant- 
ing all trees ought to be protected from 
the heat of the midday sun by a half 
box for a distance, of several feet from 
the ground. 

Passes Healthy 


Trees ‘§ 
The borer doesn’t bother a healthy | i 


tree. His ravages are made easier by 
the rotting of the bark or sapwood. 
When these conditions are present the 
beetle deposits its eggs—in June and 
July—and leaves them to produce bor- 
ers. This incubation is ready te begin 
now. 

When the borer emerges from the egg 
he at once undertakes to tunnel into the 
sapwood, dragging his big name with 
him. 

Forester Meyer’s men are provided 
with little scrapers with which they 
clean the trees of the eggs, which are 
kept in a sack and later burned. If the 
eggs are not disturbed they, become 
borers, next puppae, then beetles and 
finally nuisances. 

There are now more than 200,000 trees 
on the streets ef St. Louis. 
does not Include those in 
private property. Eight thousand trees 
were planted last season, 
hardly more than enough to offset the 
death of from three to five hundred a 
month. 

The City Forester is not spraying 
trees this summer. His explanation is 
that spraying is good only against in-

BOSTON, Aug. 2%—Stephen Calabre. 
25 years old, of Quincy, was discharged 
from the Massachusetts General Hos- 


pital, literally. with a new face and 
scalp, following a series of operations 
among the most remarkabie in surgical 
history extending over a period of three 
years and done as a work of scientific 
interest by Dr. Charles A. Porter of 
the Harvard Medicai school. 

Calabro, who was horribly burned and 
thought to be disfigured for life in a 
fireworks explosion in Weymouth, in 
1995, submitted himself for tréatment at 
the Massachusetts General Hospital in 
March, 1906. 

His face, neck, scalp and arms were 
a@ mass of turtle-like skin that is known 
to the medical profession as chelyoid 
tissue. 





Given Ether 30 Times. 


He left the hospital with a new fore- 
head, new eyelids, new cheeks, a new 
nose, a new chin, a new neck and, 
finally, a new head of hair, the result 
of three years’ faithful treatment by 
Dr. Porter in the cause of science. 

Calabro was given ether no less than 
80 times. The operations consisted of 
skin transplantation and grafting. Much 
of the skin was taken from other parts 
of Calabro’s own body, but his brother, 
Thomas, and other members of his fam- 
ily, sacrificed portions of skin to aid 
their brother. 

Has a Prolific Crop. 

One of the greatest dif culties met 
with in the treatment of Calabro was 
the making of a new head of hair. Near- 
ly the entire scal haa to be replaced, 
but this was finally accomplished, and 
now the young man has a prolific crop 
of hair “as good as new,”’ which comes 
well down over his forehead. 

Calabro has returned to his brother's 
home in Quinc~, where he has a little 
farm. He intene , he says, to raise 
fancy poultry for the market.

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THE WOMAN’S REVOLUTION. 
One of the arguments fervently advanced in 


support of woman's suffrage is that ballots in 
the hands of women will protect the home. It is 
a thoughtless argument. The ballot in the hands 
of women signifies the passing of the home. The 
increasing agitation marks the beginning of the 
end of the home as we know it—that is, the fam- 
ily as the unit in our social system. 

The fundamental course of the woman’s suf- 
frage movement is economic. The demand for 
the ballot on the part of women is the outgrowth 
ot the invasion of the home by modern indus- 
trialiam and the growing economic independence 
of women. Hitherto the family has been the so- 
cial unit and the husband and father the po- 
litical, social and economic head. He has been 
the breadwinner, the voter, the center of au- 
thority. He represented, protected and support- 
ed, or at least, directed the labor of the family 
to common ends. 

But women in growing numbers are being 
forced by the pressure of necessity into indus- 
trial and professional pursuits. The woman is 
taking her place beside the man as a breadwinner, 
as an industrial unit. Children are forced into 
wage-earning labor. Thus women, finding them- 
selves independent in fortune, or forced to labor 
outside of the family, demand equal political 
rights with men As a taxpayer, a wage earner 
and an independent factor in society she seeks 
the ballot as a means of protecting the rights of 
herself and her children. Seeing children dragged 
from the shelter of home to the factory and the 
street, she insists that she shall have a voice in 
determining the conditions of child life and labor 
as wel] as of her own. 

The family is disrupted and the triumph of 
woman’s suffrage will make the individual, not 
the family, the political and soc :] unit. Few 
women supporting or in sympathy with the suf- 
frage movement realize its revolutionary char- 
acter or are able to foresee the changes it will 
work in social conditions and the relations of the 
gexes. The home and family of the past will dis- 
appear. Precisely what will take their place no 


one can tell. 
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It is reported that Mr. Harriman has picked out 
his euccessor, but in time, of course, that will 
be considered usurpation of the functions of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, too. 
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CONSTRUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT. | 

The Island of Jamaica is by nature a paradise, 
with an area of 42,000 square miles, or almost 
exactly that of Tennessee. Louisiana, Kentucky 
and Ohio are American states, each of which is 
close to Jamaica in area, giving opportunities 
for development and constructive work. 

As Jamaica has been subjected to colonial ex- 
ploitation while held as a British possession, since 
the beginning of history in the Unitcd States, 
Louisiana as an American subtropical State will 
show percentages of development in this 10 years 
greater than those of Jamaica for two genera- 
tions. Tennesse will make the same showing. 
Oklahoma, as an example of what development 
work means in the American West, will illustrate 
greater development in one generation than Ja- 
maica shows in five. 

A serious mistake made by some in their the- 
ories of the American West is now correcting 
itself. They were controlled by the delusion that 
“world policies” of colonial exploitation could be 
forced on this country and applied for the control 
of the American West by outsiders, exploiting in- 
stead of developing. 

Such delusions may be enormously costly. In 
repudiating the “water cure” as practicable in the 
American West, E. H. Harriman is now repudi- 
ating exploitation and defining his own policies 
in the West as those of “construction and de- 
velopment.” They will need no argument to sup- 
port them or to explain them. - They are the West- 
ern policies which have been defining themselves 
in action since St. Louis was incorporated as a 
village in 1809. Look at the map now, and thev 
will be found defined on it in results! 

Their possibilities for the future are greater 
than the great realities they now make visible. 
Those who go up against them to subvert them 
will be eliminated. Those who work for the great 
results which belong to construction and devel- 
opment will work for the highest possible re- 


wards.

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AEROPLANES AS MONEY MAKERS. 
The Denver Post has offcred prizes aggregat- 
ing $10,000 for an aviation contest for “*heavier- 
than-air” flying machines. This is a rea’ avia- 
tion purse, for the winged man only-—-no bal- 
loons, dirigible or otherwise, may enter. 

It would be a long list that would contain all 
the prises, large and small, that are being offered 
for feats by aeroplane experts. And that the in- 
ventors and users of these machines are alive to 
the situation is evident from the number of new 
names appearing in the news columns as build- 
ers or purchasers of flying machines. 

Since the Wright brothers showed that flying 
was practicable, a good deal of money has been 
made by aecroplanists. The Wrights themselves 
got $100,000 from Lazare Bros., in France, for 
their French pateuts; $200,000 from an Italian 
syndicate for their patents in Italy; $30,000 from 
the American Government for a machine and 
record flight, besides numerous sums in the 
shap: of prizes and gold medals won at minor 
contests. 

Farman won the Deutsche-Archdeacon prize of

$10,000 for a feat far less spectacular than a 
score of flyers have since performed. 

Delagrange has won at least $8000 for record 
flights. 

Bleriot won $2800 for a cross-country flight, 
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men now competing at Rheims have more than 
made expenses. ge,

THE RACES AT RHEIMS. 

The victory of Glenn H. Curtiss at Rheims 
arouses patriotic pride. It insures the holding of 
the next international speed contest in the United 
States and places America in the first rank of 
the struggle for the honors of the air. 

It is a singular coincidence that the two great 
events at Rheims were won by an Englishman 
(if Farman is an Englishman) and an American. 
The spectacular glories went to the French. They 
braved the winds and the rains, They made 
enviable records. u.eriot lost the speed trial by 
only five seconds. But ue lost, and the records for 
endurance and speed were made by Farman and 





Curt ~s. 

Three matters of surpassing interest were de- 
termined at Rheims: First, the aeroplanes we 
now have are capable of long flights, with the dis- 
tance limited in favorable weather only by their 
fuel capacity. Second, that these machines can 
withstand, if skillfully handled, considerable wind 


and stress of weather. Third, that they are capa- 


ble of great speed. 

Both Bleriot and Curtiss traveled more than 
forty-seven miles an hour. This is fast even 
as we rate speed now. it is much in excess of the 
speed of the fastest boat and above the average 
of the locomotive. But there is not found in all 
the tests at Rheims any convincing evidence of 
revolution in present methods of transportation. 
To the persistent Zeppelin we may turn with 
greater confidence for the first solution of the 
problem of utility. 
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‘Why in hell should I notice Fowler?” asks 
Speaker Cannon. Not being well instructed in the 
ethics of that region we cannot answer. But 
if there is anything in signs and portents, Mr. 
Cannon will have to notice him in this world 
before the comet disappears behind the sun.

MR. HARRIMAN’S SEARCH FOR HEALTH. 

Mr. BE. H. Harriman, who went abroad a few 
months ago on the advice of physicians, has come 
back to rest. The trip has been too much for 
him and he will now try to repair the damage 
done. 

In other words, he is going to do what he 
ought to have done in the beginning—rest. Chas- 
ing through Europe looking for health is always 
an exhausting activity, as most men who have 
tried it can testify. 

The insane notion that when tuberculosis is 
discovered the paticnt must hustle, and wherever 
he is, go somewhere else, is losing credit, and 
breakdowns from overwork, which have hitherto 
been treated by prescribing harder work in the 
guise of play, from golf to mountain climbing, 
are now treated by a few physicians by a pre- 
scription of real rest. 

When in robust health a man can best recreate 
himself by varying his activities rather than 
in suspending them altogether, although a spell 
of do nothing now and then is not bad even for 
such a man. But when health is really im- 
paired, it won’t be restored by making drafts upon 
what strength he has left. He should go into the 
hands of a receiver and let his capital accumulate. 
This view is supported by Dr. Hugo Munster- 
berg, who is a doctor of medicine as well as a 
psychologist. He is not a man to speak at ran- 
dom on such a subject. And it is, moreover, 
supported by the common sense and experience 
of every man who has been through the mill. Had 
Mr. Harriman spent his time resting for the past 
three months instead of leading the strenuous life, 
he would not now be taking the “after cure.” 
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“Some of them,” says Prof. Frederick Starr of 
the University of Chicago, meaning married men, 
“have about as much sense of responsibility as 
the average jackass,” and it is likely that Prof. 
Starr is as willing to slander one as the other, 
providing no one mistakes his intentions, 
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SELF-GOVERNMENT AND CO-OPERATION. 

Sirce 1788, the attitude of every American state 
towards every religious denomination has been 
that of non-intervention, established as the Amer- 
ican principle by the Federal Constitution, which 
said in effect to all religionists: 

“You will not be supportec politically or inter- 
fered with politically as religious bodies. Yoy 
have absolute self-government outside of politics; 
absolute religious liberty outside of politics as 
religious bodies. Keep ont of politics as religious 
bodies and you will be free to do the. world’s 
highest work as volunteers.” 

This is a paraphrase, expressing the purpose of 
the highest law as that of liberation for seif- 
government. It was an experiment, never tried 
before in history. 

As the results are reported by the United States 
Census Bureau, Aug. 29, the church property now 
controlled by religious denominations in the Unit- 
ed States has passed the enormous total of a bil- 
lion and a quarter dollars ($1,257,575 ,867). 

This is church property in the strictest sense. 
It does not include the very great values invest- 
ed in religious schools and colleges and in other 
institutional work, going on under the same sys- 
tem of complete volunteer self-government and 
absolutely free co-operation. 

Unsubsidized, uncontrolled, uneoerced, unsup- 
ported politically and left free to work together 
as volunteers in their own Ways for their own 
purposes, the religious denomiyations of the Unit- 
ed States have given, in moneéy totals alone, such 
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“ON THE OLD BASIS.” 
From the New York World. 


Those who imagine that discrimination, monopoly 
and privilege have been severely dealt with of late 
will be disconcerted by the words of two eminent 
men ef business appearing in the newspapers on the 
same day. 

“The settlement of our tariff practically on the 
old basis has not interfered with business relation- 
ships between this country and England,” said Rob- 
ert Mather, chairman of the Westinghouse Electric 
and Manufacturing Co., on his return from Europe. 

“The rebate evil,” said A. B. Stickney, president of 
the Chicago Great Western Hailread Co., in a letter 
te the Interstate Commerce Commissien, “instead 
of being stamped out by the enforcement of the new 
law, flourishes now more than ever. Rebates, while 
not paid directly as formerly, are made possibie by 
various expedients te which railroads and favored 
shippers are parties.” 

The“testimony of a Pittsburg manufacturer te the 
effect that, notwithstanding the reform promises 
made during a presidential campaign, the assurances 
of the President and the protracted session of Con- 
gress, the tariff has been “settled practically on the 
old basis’’ is highly convincing. The ol4 basis, as is 
well known, was the greed of interests specially 
selected for favor. That they have nothing to com- 
plain of shows how complete was the triumph of 
fraud and falsehood at Washington. 

Mr. Stickney’s assertion as te rebates is equally 
shocking. Next to the misuse of the taxing power 
to enrich the few at the expense of the many, one 
of the greatest wrongs inflicted upon this genera- 
tion has been the employment of the vast power 
of the railroads te build up or to destroy persons 
and places as caprice or greed might dictate. If 
rebating flourishes today it Is in deflance of drastic 
laws. Is its recurrence due in any respect to the 
belief that the present administration will net en- 
force the laws? 

In his speech at Cincinnati after the election last 
fall Mr. Taft said: 

“Every business man who is obeying the law may 
go ahead with all the energy in his possession; ev- 
ery enterprise which is within the statutes may pro- 
ceed without fear of interference from the admin- 
istration when acting legally; but all interests within 
the jurisdiction of the Federal Government may ex- 
pect a rigid enforcement of the law against dishon- 
est methods.” 

Speaking te the same effect In New York, April 
30 last, Attorney-General Wickersham sald: 

“The price of peace is obedience te law. Those 
who henestly try to keep the law need not fear 
prosecution. * * * An intent to break the law will 
justify the Government in the use of any of the rem- 
edies given by law that are adequate to prevent the 
accomplishment of such purpose and to punish the 
attempt.” 

Things may be “practically on the old basis’ so 
far as the plutocratic tariff is concerned, but is it 
safe for railroad rebaters to act on the assumption 
that the good old times have returned for them 
also? . 
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AN UNSUCCESSFUL OPERATION.

We can hardly believe that the verdict of $20,000 
given by a St. Louls jury against a physician of that 
city because he sewed up In a patient a roll of gauze, 
will stand in the higher courts. More intelligent 
persons will, we are sure, fee] that to procecd against 
this cherighed practice ef seme of eur most distin- 
guished surgeons will be an undue interference with 
their liberty and thelr pursuit of happiness, and, 
therefore, quite unconstitutional. And what would 
become of the newspapers if they eould not record 
from time to time that the great surgeon B., or the 
wenderful operator C., had carefully sewed up an 
unsterilized instrument or 36 inches of gauze In the 
place of the recently removed appendix? We are the 
more concerned because this is the second verdict 
of the same kind which we have noticed during the 
last few weeks. Now we submit that physicians are 
but as human as the rest of us, and that to require 
general fnfallibility while eperating is a little bit 
more than the medical profession can be expected 
to endure in silence. We hope to hear that the New 
York County Medical Association and other promi- 
nent surgical bodies will shortly meet to resolve 
that trial by jury should be abolished in St. Louis 
and to maintain at any cost the right to sew up in a 
patient any unnecessary eperating reom equipment. 
A judicial interference with a vested right of this 
kind would surely be an indefensible restraint of 
trade,

FOUNDED BY J. LEMEN 


Monument in His Memory 
Will Be Unveiled at Burks- 


ville Thursday. 





The Bethel Baptist Church, two miles 
will celebrate 
its Centennial next Wednesday. On 
the day following a monument erected 
to the memory of James Lemen, who 
founded the church, will be unveiled at 
Ill., near Waterloo. 

The two celebrations will be held un- 
Ger the auspices of the Baptist Church, 
the denomination of the entire State 
Saving them in charge. William J. 
Sryan, Gov. Deneen of Illinois, ex-Gov 
Joseph W. Folk of Missouri and Robert 
T. Lincoln are among the speakers who 
have promised to be present at the un- 
velling. The exercises at the church 
on Wednesday will be in. charge of the 
pastor. 

The Bethel church was founded in 
1809 by James Lemen as a strictly antl- 
slavery church after he had organized 
seven other churches of the same de- 
nomination near Waterloo, all of which 
had gone over to the pro-slavery move- 
ment at the appointment of Gen. Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison as Territorial Gov- 
ernor of Illinois. 

Native ef Virginia. 

James Lemen was a native of Vir- 
ginia, having been born near Harper's 
Perry, Nov. 20, 1760. Thomas Jefferson 
Was a warm personal friend of the Lem- 
en family and when James Lemen was 
a@ young man Jefferson became strongly 
attached to him. The statesman fol- 
lowed the younger man’s advice, and 
finally, in 1778, sent Lemen to Illinois 


with the distinct understanding that he 


should organize the country as anti- 
Slavery territory. 

The first thing Lemen did on arriv- 
Ing at Burksville, near where Water- 
loo now stands, was to organize a Bap- 
tist Church and dedicate it to work 
against slavery. Then he rapidly organ- 
ized the other under the same cond!- 
tions. ‘hese churches later changed 
their views on slavery and went over to 
Mr. Le- 
mén organized the Bethel Church, and 
With that beginning created sentiment 
Against siavery to such an extent that 
he vucceeded in getting a declaration

Letter From Jefferson, 

This jietter is now in _ possession of 
James Lemen’s descendents in St. Clair 
County and reads, in part: 

“If your brother, James Lemen, 
should visit Virginia soon, as I learn 
he possibly may, do not let him return 
until he makes me a visit. I will also 
write him to be sure and see me. 
Among ail my friends who are near he 
is still a little nearer. I discovered his 
worth when he wag but a little child, 
and I freely cenfegs that in some of my 
important achievements his example, 
Wish and advice, though then but a 
young man, largely influenced my ac- 
tion. This was particularly true as to 
whatever share I may have had in the 
transfer of our great Northwestern ter- 
ritory to the United States, and espe- 
Cially for the fact that I was so well 
satisfied with the anti-slavery clause in- 
serted lated in the ordinance of 1787. 

“Before anyone had ever mentioned 
the matter, James Lemon, by reason of 
his devotien to anti-slavery principles, 
Suggested to mb that we (Virginia) 
make the transfer and that slavery be 
excluded, and it so impressed and in- 
fluenced me that whatever is due me 
as credit for my share in the matter 
ig largely, if not wholly, due to James 
Lemen's advice and most righteous 
ceunsel. His record in the new country 
has fully justified my course in inducing 
him to settle there with a view ef shap- 
ing events in the best Interests of the 
people. If he comes to Virginia, see 
that he calls on me.” 

The Lemen monument fs a plain Barre 
granite shaft, erected by money ob- 
tained from subscriptions sent in by 
trembers of the Baptist Church in IIli- 
nois., 

The monument will be unveiled by 
Miss Hulda Lemen and Miss Pattie 
Bowler, both descendants of James 
Lemen. Just before the unveiling Gov. 
Folk will read a biographical sketch 
of James Lemon and just after the 
monument has been unveiled Bryan will 
deliver his lecture on “Little Things.”

RIENDS IN NIGHT 
BALLOON VOYAGE 


St. Louis IIIf Ascends in 30 
Mile Wind to Sail Until 
Davlicht. 


NOVICES IN THE BASKET 
Craft Last Reported From 


St. Marys, Mo., 6v Miles 
From St. Louis. 





That the St. Louls III, which narrow- 
ly escaped serious damage ‘when it as- 
cended yesterday afternoon from the 
Rutger street gas yara with Sylvester 
Von Phul as pilot and four passengers, 
then scudded away to the south in a 
30-mile wind, is still in the air, was 
the opinion expressed by Capt. H. E. 
Honeywell at 1 o’ciock this morning. 
At that hour no word had been received 
from the balloonists. 


“I told Von Phul before the start,” 


said Honeywell, “not to attempt a land- 


ing if the wind did not diminish in ve- 
locity. Of course the men with him 
hadn't planned to stay up all night, but 
a landing in a 30-mile breeze is not very 
easy and I told them they shouldn't at- 
tempt it.’ 

The most distant town to report 
sighting the balloon was St. Mary’s Mo., 
60 miles south of St. Louis. The balloon 
passed there shortly before 7 o'clock 
and traveling 30 miles an hour. 

In Qualifying Trip. 

Von Phul’s primary object in making 
the ascension was to qualify as a pilot. 
It is necessary to make 10 trips, one of 
which must be made alone and another 
at night to obtain a pilot’s license. 
This is Von Phul’s Mth trip. He ha¢ 
made one trip alone and Saturday’s trip 
was to complete his record. 

He took up with him four passengers 
—Harlow Spencer and Med W. Johnson, 
broxers, and A. C. Lueking and J. W. 
Buck, wholesale dry goods men. He 
told them that he would endeavor to 
let them off before sundown, but tha! 
if an easy landing were not possible 
they would have to stay with him, as 
he intended to make his night trip. 

If the wind had not been of such 
a great velocity, it would have been 
possible for Von Phul to come to 
earth and let out his passengers with- 
out pulling the rip cord. But, with a 
strong wind blowing, a landing is ex- 
ceedingly dangerous, unless the trip 
cord is pulled—théreby collapsing the 
bag and preventing the basket from 
being dragged over the ground and 
into fences. But this would have pre- 
vented Von Phul from ascending 
again. : 

The getting away of the balloon was 
about the’ most exciting incident of 
balloon ascensions this summer. A 
vortex of wind in the gas yard came 
near driving the big bag into the gas 
tank and Von Phul had to do some 
quick work to get it away safely. 

A big crowd assembled in the gas yard 
to witness the ascension. In the crowd 
were a great many women, who exam- 
ined the basket and its food supply and 
asked questions that indicated the in- 
tention or desire at least of going up 
for a ride in the clouds. 

Drops Bag of Sand. 

Capt. H. E. Honeywell eassisted Von 
Phul in the inflation of the big bag 
and the preparations for the start. 
After the passengers had climbed into 
the basket and a dozen volunteers were 
hanging to the ropes, Von Phul waited 


for a quarter of an hour on account of. 


the wind, which made the bag careen 
until several times it almost struck the 
low roofs of the adjoining buildings. 

High up itn the air the wind was 
blowing smoke from chimneys in a 
southeasterly, direction. So ,von Phul 
had the balloon pulled close ‘to the big 
gas tank, thinking the wind would car- 
ry him directly away from it. But 
when he gave the word to let go and 
the balloon started up slowly, a sud- 
den gust took it directly for the tank. 

Down below the crowd held its breath 
and waited. And then Captain Honey- 
well called out sharply, ‘“‘Let one bag 
go.” 

Drops Bag of Sand. 

Von Phul grabbed a bag and let it 
go in a hurry. It dropped from a 
height of 60 feet to the yard. The bal- 
loon gave a little Jurch upward, then 
another gust caught it and turned it 
southeast and it sailed away at a great 
speed, 

It kept such a low altitude that Von 
Phul let out half a bag of sand when 
he was over Carondelet. Then it 
ascended and attained its equilibrium at 
the 1000-foot level. He then let out the 
drag rope, and the balloon disappeared 
from view in the distance 15 minutes 
after it had left the yard. 

The balloon passed over Waterloo, Lil., 
at 6 p. m. It was at such a high alti- 
tude that the basket could not be dis- 
tinguished from the bag. Three miles 
south of Waterloo the balloon dropped 
to a lower level and the passengers 
called out to John Bisenbauer, but he 
could not make out what they sald.

The Emperor had tren kept conetant- 
ly informed about he airship’s prog- 
ress and was prepared throughout the 
day to proceed to the Tempelhoff Field 
to witness its arrival Tt was difficult 
to convince the punite that Count 
Zeppelin was not coming tonight and 
the streets and public places continued 
to swarm with thousands of expectant 
people. 

Extra editions of the newspapers is- 
sued at a late hour containing the news 
of the postponement of the Count’s ar- 
rival eventually caused them to dis- 
perse. More than « hundred special 
trains had brought crowds from the 
covntry districts, and these people are 
remaining over night, determined to see 
the anxiously awaited landing of the 
Zeppelin ITI. 

The scene this evening at the landing 
plate at Bitterfeld foreshadowed what 
is likely to happen at Berlin tomorrow.

The Spaniards formed in 
two columns, tncluding & band of 
friendly Kabyles, five miles from Tasa- 
quin. The Moors opened the engage 
ment with fierce fighting but after a 
orolonged struggle the Spaniards gained 
the top of the hill and drove the enemy 
back. The casualties are not known.

Denny with a shotgun, from ambush, at 
Windom, St. Louis County, was not vis- 
ited at the Clayton Jail yesterday by 
bis wife, who was formerly a dweller 
at the Denny home. He would not say 
whither he expected Mrs. Snider to call 
on him later, or whether ¥* knew where 
she and her 3-weeks-old infant were. 
Shortly after being locked up Friday 
evening, ‘Snider was permitted to tele- 
phone to his wife from the office of Cir- 
cuit Clerk Wolff. Several clerks in 
county offices heard the young hus- 
band’s end of the dialogue, 

“Hello,”” he began, ‘‘you befter go 
ovt and sleep some place else tonicht. 
I'm uot going to be able to get away 
from here.”’ 

“All Right,” He Phoned. 

After listening to her reply, 
exclaimed angrily: 

“Well, if you're going te stay at that 
place, you needn’t come out here io 
see me. You can just stay there.” 
The wife’s rep!y seemed te be some-~- 
what more satisfactory, and Snider said 
“All right,”’-as he ended the conversa- 
tion. His manner in speaking to his 
wife of less than a year was consider- 
ed unusually emphatic by those who 
overheard him. 

Denny was said, at St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital last night, to be progressing fa- 
vorably. His wound has proven less 
serious than was &t first feared, as the 
gun was loaded only with bird shot, 
and his recovery is now expected. 

Snider .persisted last night in his re- 
fusal to state his reason for shooting 
Denny. ‘“‘He knows why I shot him,” is 
the only explanation he has given. 

Disliked His Empleyment. 

Mrs. Snider, formerly an inmate of 
the Methodist Orphans’ Home in 8t. 
Louis, lived at the home of Denny's 
parents In the county for two years 
before her marriage. While there she 
became acquainted with Snider, who 
was a teamster. 

Bhe disliked Snider’s employment and 
hes since their marriage tried to per- 
suade him to change it. He quit team- 
ing, but was unable to get other work, 
and discord developed. 

His enmity for Denny, who is presi- 
dent of a soda water company, was not 
generally known until Friday afternoon, 
when he hid under a building at Win- 
dom and twice shot Denny. He was 
arrested at his home in Richmond 
Heights.

The colonel was born in Milwaukee, |

paper offices for the advertising staff 
to sit at their desks and wait for mer- 
chants to come in and buy space. 

Col. Wood. revolutionized the system 
in his office. He sent out solicitors to 
see the merchants and talk advertising 
with them right tn their stores. He also 
originated in St. Louis the modern mer- 
cantile advertising contract. 


Sume Hissh Hate Always. 
Buch was his business record, but he 


had a personality that made him known 
by hundreds who never dealt with him 
as an edvertising man. For one thing, 
he were a high silk hat habitualiy. 
When he landed in St. Louis 3 years 
ago his head was crowned by a hat of 
that style. When he was seen for the 
last time on the streets of St. Louis he 
wore the same sort of high hat. And 
if he ever put on any other kind of 
headgear during his career in St. Louis 
he did it privately and none of his 
friends remember it. 

On the steck market he was known 
as “a plunger.” He made and lost a 
lot of money that way, but won more 
often than he lost. But he leved to 
spend magnificently and he did not 
keep what he made. 

Income £20,000 a Year. 

For years his income was $20,000 a 
sources. His 
estate was inventeried two yearr ago 
during a sult for diverce and alimony 
at $72,000. His intimate friends said he 
would have possessed much more had 
he been even a mederate “spender.” 

He was a staunch Republican and 


influence to assist the party. He leved 
to make bets on the success of the 
party’s candidates and had a penchant, 
his friends say, for absurd wagers, such 
as $100 to a pickel or $1000 to $. 

In his prime the Colonel was a man 
of great physical prowess and he glo- 
ried in his strength.

But he had been called “Colonel"’ 
so long that none of his friends thought 
of addressing him or speaking of him 
in any other way. In the Civil War 
he was a private. 

He was married three times. His first 
two wives died childless. His last mar- 
riage was to Mrs. Clara Valentine, 
widow of a physician. Four children 
were born of that marriage. Three are 
living. 

Mrs. Wood sued for divorce about two 
years ago. She was awarded $24,300 
alimony in gross. The Cotonel did not 
contest the petition for divorce, but ‘did 
cppose her demand for alimony. The 
alimony was paid, however, after the 
suit was decided. A house and lot at 
3690 West Pine boulevard was a@ part of 
this. 

Former Wife Nurses Him, 

The Colonel and his former wife re- | 
mained on friendly terms even after the 
divorce. He used to be seen frequently 
with his children—Thomas Jr., Walter 
and Jessie. And when he became 1 
Mrs. Wood took him to her own home, 
4490 Laclede avenue, and nursed him 
there, devotedly, until 10 days ago, when 
bis condition became so critical that it 
was deemed best to send him to the 
hospital.

Peculiar Malady Makes Pa- 
tient’s Skin Appear as if 
Scalded.

PEORIA, UL, Aug. 2.—More than a 
hundred pronounced cases of pellagra 
have been discovered among the 22/0 
patients at the Genera) Hospital for we 
insane at Bartonville, and an investiga- | 
tlor inte the peculiar malady has been 
started which Is attracting the attention 
of the medical world. 

It has been noted that when seriously 
affected, the skin of the sufferer ap- 
pears as though it had been scalded. 
It turns white, becomes rough, cracks 
and cakes, and eventually peels off. 

Supt. George A. Zeller first discovered 
the presence of the disease some weeks 
ago, and for a month past Capt. E. F. 
Filer of the United States Army medi- 
cal corps, has been making an inveasti- 
gation of the malady. 

State Board lavestigcates. 

Many members of the State Board of 
Health of [llinois, as well as experts 
from other parts of the country, have 
visited the hespital to study pellagra.

GRIM REAPER LAST WEEK 





Diseases of the Stomach Led With 
29 Deaths, Tuberculosis Being 
Second With 22. 


There were 186 deaths in 8t. Louts 
last week, of which diseases of the 
stomach were responsible for 2. As 
for the last month, a great many of 
these deaths were among children un- 
der 5 years old, and were chargeable to 
the extreme heat. 

Four deaths from sunstroke were re- 
ported to the Health Department. This 
was a marked detrease from the total 
for the previous seven days, when 82 
persons suffered fatal prostrations. 

Tuberculosis had 22 victims, pneumonia 
11 and bronchitis three. There were 
five fatal cases of typhoid fever—the 
lurgest number reported in any one 
week for nearly a year. 

Although the weather remained exces- 
sively hot, suicides were ase few as in 
the week before. The cases of self- 
aestruction reported up to yesterday 
neon were but three—somewhat less 
than the weekly average. There were 
two homicides and 11 deaths from acci- 
dents. 

The births for the week were 834, 
which was not only considerably above 
the average, but also much in excess of 
the total for any seven days in the last 
few months.

One 
can always, without very ciose atten- 
tion, understand what he means. Be- 
longing to a nautical people, he under- 
Stan's that in all things the tide must 
be taken when ful! in, and his working- 
Class atavism is to be seen In his not 
letting the grass grow under his feet 
when work he knows how to do has to 
be done. 

Trousers Withont Pockets. 

“There is intrepidity in his way of 
facing a great task. One is not to look, 
when he speaks In public, for rhythm 
Well-balanced sentences and cadences 
that rise and fall. But he {s sure to in- 
terest and never to be ord'niry without 
being a bit eccentric. If not cast In an 
oratorical mold, he ig excel'ent in de- 
bate, and he never takes notes Into the 
tribune. The debate tells him what to 
say. The tempe? is warm—an advan- 
tage for a debater in a French Par- 
HNament—but neither peppery nor hasty.” 

This friend declares that he sees in 
Briand no evidence of being “puffed 
up or of vanity, and, though some titled 
poetesses have beguiled him Into going 
to their dinners, he has not set up to 
seifish ways and does not seem to covet 
distinction as a chic gentleman.” 

Still it is observed that Briand sees 
the propriety of having a good tailor, 
for he no longer wears trouse’s with 
Side pockets convenient for ho'ding his 
hands when sitting, in absence of mind, 
On the edge of his desk at his ministry 
conversing with law officers and judges. 

Thinks ans He Watches Cork. 

Continued this friend: “While I re- 
gret the relaxation of his Socialist fiber 
in the Cabinet tn which he served for 
the last two and a half years, I cannot 
look on him either as Judas or a Cleon, 
names given him by his backers at the 
time when he pleaded for Sebastian 
Faure and Herve. He prefers the nick- 
name of Judas to the other one, so few 
of his St. Etienne electors know any- 
thing of Cleon.” 

Briand is very fond of rod fishing, but 
since he left Brittany seldom goes far- 
ther than the rather cockney Lake of 
Enghien to enjoy it. He has near the 
luke a bicoque or house, good enough to 
sleep in and find shelter when it rains. 
Said this friend of Briand, the fisher- 
man: 

“While fishing he thinks out any 
speeches he has to make. or official cir- 
culars. for he seldom makes drafts, and 
he dislikes writing to that degree that 
he hardly ever answers a letter him- 
self.’’ 

Sisters of Great Influence. 

“Tt has turned out well for him,” said 
his appreciative friend, “not to have 
had at Nantes any friends who could 
be of use in pushing him as a young 
advocate, and to be as a Socialist sur- 
rounded with enemies, some of whom 
did not hesitate to calumniate and bear 
false witness, so as to get him disbarred. 

“They gained the first trick in this 
game, but he won all the others after 
a hard and most eourageous fight, and 
then turned his face toward Paris, stop- 
ping at Versailles for a time, and then, 
under the auspices of Deputy Hubbard 
and the Deraismes sisters, joining the 
bar of Pontoise. 

“The Deraismes sisters were leading 
feminists of honorable life, wealthy, 
highly cultivated, generous, and, I may 
add. luminous as the day, were entirely 
free from vanity, and had great influ- 
ence. 

How He Came to Be Editor. 

“Maria Deraismes was without ex- 
ception the most able and eloquent 
Frenchwoman I ever met, and ‘wortay 
to be called a granddaughter of Vol- 
taire. as Edmond About used to be call- 
ed a grandson. Her sister was devoted 
to her. They had @ hospitable house in 
Paris, and a charming residence on the 
hill above Pontoise, which had before 
the Revolution been &@ monastery. 

“They regularly attended those mem- 
orable soirees at the Laterne office 
which M. and Mme. Meyer—a beautiful 
tair-haired Jewess, such as one sees tn 
Galicta—used to give. One ought to 
vouple with the influence of the Derais- 
men sisters the position of editer which 
Briand obtained on that paper, his fem- 
inisrn, and much less. In pleading for 
ultra-Socialists, he gained a seat in the 
Chamiber for St. Etienne,”’ 
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| FRENCH SCIENTIST SAYS 
RADIUM DOES NOT EXIST 
AND METAL NOT ISOLATED 


Le Bon Declares It Is Unrecognized 
From Chloride of Bromide.

(New York World.) 

PARIS, Aug. 2.—Dr. Gustave Le Bon 
has thrown a bombshell into scientific 
circles by expressing the conviction 
that radium does not exist. As the 
author of “The Evolution of Matters" 
his opinion carries weight among 4 
large class of French scientists. 

Le Bon declares that the metal has 
never yet been Isolated and is only an 
unrecognized ferm of chloride of brom- 
ide, a'though Curle announced the dis- 
covery of radium 10 years ago. 

Eight. years ago Le Bon expressed 
doubt as to the existence of the metal 
radium, having come to the conclusion 
that the properties attributed to the 
supposed meta) are due to combinations 
anglogous to those rendering certain 
sulphurs phoephorescent. 

These views are shared by Moissan, a 
chemist, who invented an electric fur- 
nzce which manufactures real diamonds. 
Moissan was about to make the final 
experiments with his furnace when he 
suddenly died. 

Le Bon belleves the metal contained 
in chloride of radium is simply barium, 
which is worth not one centime 4 
gramme instead of $20.000, radium’s 
present market value. -He dec lares ex- 
periments would demonstrate that ra- 
dio activity can be obtained from va- 
rious combinations. Me asserts that it 
is obtainable by a siight hydration of 
sulphate of quinine and by various 
other methods. 

Prof. Maquenne, a member of the 
Academy, has already taken up cudgels 
in behalf of Curie’s discovery, dec'aring 
that the existence of the metal radium 
has been proved indisputably. He in- 
sists that in spite gf Le Bon’s reputa- 
tion it is equivalent to displaying an 
anti-acientiNc mind to throw doubt on 
the existence of rad!um.

his arrival in the Ottoman capital 
that the Turkish Government is 
strongly inclined to accept the terms 
offered by an American syndicate to 
build ratiways in Asia. Additional 
information makes it sure that the 
Government's conditional] acceptance 
of the American’s terms will follow 
very soon, 

The syndicate demands only 4 per 
cent of the cost on the cost of con- 
struction and mining rights for about 
12 miles on either side of the line. In 
view. of the reputed mineral wealth 
of Asiatic Turkey the latter condi- 
tion is regarded as a concession of 
inestimable value. 

As yet there has been no system- 
atic survey of the country through 
which the railways will pass, but it is 
understood that the American plan to 
reach Mosul before the Bagdad Rail- 
way, which has been so long delayed, 
is carried across the Taurus Moun- 
tains, 

The acceptance by the statesmen of 
Turkey. when it is an accomplished 
fact, will be regarded as an addition- 
al triumph for American finance in 
the face of the opposition of a certain 
group of continental capitalists who 
formerly seemed to have the Sultan's 
ear in regard to undertakings for 
the development of the country.

Government Will Stop Adulteration 
of Bordeaux Brand by

PARIS, Aug. 28.—Adulteration of Bor- 


feaux wines has become so common 
that the winegrowers have procured the 
Government’s promise to elaborate a 
system whereby further frauds will be 
impossible. 

As matters stand, half the wines sold 
in New York and other American cities 
from that district are doctored products. 

The Government has determined to is- 
sue an official label for each bottle of 
real Bordeaux, thus Insuring consumers 
being able to procure the genuine wine 
and guaranteeing growers against com- 
petition of adalterators. 

Experts are devising a stringent sys- 
tem of inspection in order to prevent 
the State Label being applied to inferior 
brands by unscrupulous dealers. Each 
label will bear a tax of 10 centimes, so 
the Government will profit by the inno- 
vation.

She admitted 
signing a release for the infant but de- 
clares she did it under the be'jief that 
her own child was dead and that she 
was merely doing an act of kindness 
for another woman who wanted to 
save a helpless infant from becoming 
a public charge. 

Letters as Evidence. 

She denies that any release signed 
was for the Bleakley child and says 
she has evidence to show, first that. 
Mrs. Bleakley admitted in correspond- 
ence that the child was not her own 
and, second, that.she expressed a wil- 
lingness to have Mrs, Barclay have it, 
after she had become convinced that 
the baby war hers. She shows letters 
in which Mrs. Bleakley is supposed to 
have written that she was glad that 
her child had a*home with. kind and 
wealthy parents where it could get 
guth care and treatment as its deli- 
cacy required. 

Her argument is that Mrs. Bleakley 
willingly gave her the child and then, 
after it had gained strength 
health, decided to regain It.

Statement by an Editor. 

In support of Mrs. Barclay’s state- 
ments, J. West Goodwin, for many 
years the editor of the Bazoo at Sedalia.

LIMIT AND TAK 
UNWATER RIGHTS 


Conservation Congress Also 
Recommends Creation of ‘Na- 
tional Bureau of Mines. 


By Associated Press. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 2.—The Na- 
tional Conservation Congress today 
adopted a resolution declaring that the 
Federal Government should limit grants 
of water rights to a reasonably definite 
time and should exact an annual tax 
upon them. The resoiution was drawn 
by Dr. WJ McGee, the soil-water ex- 
pert. 

Those who voted for it in the com- 
mittee on resolutions were Ex-Gov. Par- 
dee of California, Dr. McGee, H. A. 
Barker of Rhode Island, Ralph Hosmer 
of Hawaii, W. J. Fleming Jones of New 
Mexico and John E. Hardtner of Louis- 
lana. Those who opposed it were United 
Siates District Judge Cornelius H. Han- 


4 ford of Colorado, Benjamin F. Wilcox 


of New York and Prof. L. G. Carpenter 
of Colorado. 

Judge Hanford introduced a sub-reso- 
lution setting forth that it was the 
promise of land and water rights that 
drew the settlers to the West, and it 
was the same attraction that is now de- 
veloping it. 

Other resolutions adopted indorse the 
forestry and reclamation bureaus; rec- 
ommend the creation of a national bu- 
reau of mines, indorse the national 
conservation commission, urge a Fed- 
eral appropriation for the work of the 
commission and favor statehood for 
Arizona and New Mexico.

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OLLOWING “the letter of the law” frequently results in court rulings 
F which, to the mind of a layman, are fearful and wonderful. 
Also they are more or less amusing, even though that aspect 
may not appeal to the victiir. As often as not, however, the result fevors 
the defendant in a criminal case and leaves the State “with ‘the bag to 
hold.” Several such instances are noted in “American Criminal Reports, 
edited by John F. Greeting, a Chicago lawyer. 

It is quite in keeping with the reputation of the State that one of 
the most unusual of these comes from Kansas. In the indictment it 
was alleged that one A. F. Poole “burglariously broke into and entered a 
certain building, commonly called a ‘henhouse’ or ‘chicken coop, 
longing to one N. T. Caldwell,-in which building merchandise and valuable 
personal property was then and there kept and deposited, with the feloni- 
ous intent to steal and curry the same away.” It was furttrer charged 
that, being in said building, the appellant did take, steal-anj carry away 
four héns, of the value of 50 cents each.. He was convicted of burglary 
in the second degree and sentenced to the penitentiary at hard labor for 
a period of seven years. ” “9 

In his instructions to the jury the trial judge said: “if you believe 
from the evidence in this case that the building described in the in- 
formation was an inclosed building, about 20 feet long and about eight 
feet wide, with a partition therein, and that the building was constructed 
with doors to be used in entering’ the building, and was built and used 
by the complaining witness as a building within which to keep his chick- 
ens, then I instruct you that would constitute a building as contemplated 
by ouy statute.” 


That the jury believed such a building to be a building was evident, 
for the Supreme Court of Kansas took another view. [It reasoned that the 
general statute of Kansas “makes it a necessary ingredient of the crime 
of burglary that the breaking and entering should be in a building in 
which there shall be at the time some human being, or goods, wares, or 
merchandise, or other valuable thing, kept or deposited. The instruc- 
tions given informed the jury that it was sufficient if the evidence 
against the appellant showed that the building was built and used by the 
complaining witness as a building ‘within which to keep his chickens.’ 
All of this might have. been true. and yet, at the time of the breaking 
and entering, the building might have been without contents and entirely 
empty. The breaking and entering a building, thovgh it be generally 
used as a chicken-house, and built for that purpose, would not constitute 
burglary, unless at the particular time it contained gvods, wares, or 
merchandise, or other valuable thing. The prejudicial omissions from 
this direction to the jury were not supplied, by any other instructions. 
The judgment of the court below will bé reversed and a new trial or- 
dered.”” (To the lay mind it appears a bit illogical to reason that a 
chicken house from which four hens valued at $2 were taken, was empty, 
or was not @ building, but, of course, it is not for a mere layman to coa- 
tend against the wisdom of a Supreme Court. 


In the case of the State of North Dakota against Crawford it wus 
charged that the defendant during the night time bored three holes with 
a two-inch auger through the walls of a granary and into a mass of 
wheat stored therein. The weight of the wheat forced several bushels 
of wheat to pass out of the aperture caused by the auger, which wheat 
was taken away and sold by the defendant. The trial judge directed 
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the jury to acquit upon the ground that the evidence failed to show an 
entry into the granary. The state appealed, and the Supreme Court held 


that the ruling was an error,-holding “that the intent to steal within — 


the granary is sufficiently shown by the fact that the wheat which was 
stored inside of the granary was by the defendant's agency transferred 
from the inside to the dutside of the granary. It is true that the taw 
of gravitation co-operated with the defendant in removing the wheat: 
but the defendant by his own act set the law in motion upon the inside 
of the building and thereby accomplished his criminal purpose.”

In Texas John Young escaped serving a.term for burglary because 
the Supreme Court held that “an indictment alleging the burglarious en- 
try of a house belonging to two perscns, with intent to steal therefrom 
the property of the owners or either of them, without their consent, is 
insufficient, in that it does not allege that it was without the consent of 
either of them.” | ? . : 

Kansas also produced the case of George Lewis, who, owing to far 
circumstances, found himself in the penitentiary as a result of yee or: 
rested on a charge of burglary, although not convicted of the charge. He 
had been placed in jail on the burglary charge and escaped before coming 
to trial. He was recaptured and proved his innocence of the burgiary 
charge. His final conviction was on the grounds that he had been gu 
of escaping fram jail “before conviction.” The statute on which this 
apparently paradoxical conviction was based is as follows: 

Sec. 183. If any person lawfully imprisoned or detained in any 
county jail or other place of imprisonment, or in the custody of any 
officer upon any criminal’ charge, before conviction; shall break such 
prison or custody and shall escape therefrom he shall upon conviction 
be punished by confinement and hard labor for a term not exceeding two 
years or in a county jail not less than six months.” 

In an appeal the Supreme Court upheld the Lewis decision. 

Another of the interesting cases cited is that of the State of Wash- 
ington vs. Petit. The defendant was charged with burglary. It was shown 
that he had broken into a flat car used by the Northern Pacific Railway 
Co. for carrying freight and merchandise. The car was loaded with 
wheat in bags and covered with a heavy tarpaulin, which entirely ir- 
closed the cargo, and was fastened to the ends and sides of the car, 
forming a complete roof and sides. A demurrer was interposed on th: 
grounds that the facts charged did not constitute a erime. Petit was 
discharged on the ground that a flat car covered with canvas was not 
the subject of burglary. To the lay mind the reasoning of the court was 
a bit curious. Here it is: 

“A fiat’ car leaded with bags of wheat, the car and bags of wheut 
being completely covered with a tarpaulin made of heavy canvas entirely 
inclosing the said wheat and made secure at the sides and ends of tiie 
car so as to form sides, roof and ends for the car, is not a ‘railroad car’ 
in contemplation of the statute of the State of Washington defining bur- 
glary. While it was the intention of the legislature to somewhat en- 
large the definition of burglary, the central idea which has obtained for 
hundreds of years, that the unlawfnl entry must be in some kind of a 
closed structure, has been retained.”

What Is the Explosive Force Con- 
tained in Dynamite r 


Overlooking the Diamonds in Our 
Own Dooryards 





R. BARNARD’S inquiry relative to the explosive force of dynamite 
M opens an old question that after 30 years is still to me unan- 

swered, says a scientific writer, even by “A. J. C.,” who inteill- 
gently writes that dynamite “explodes” with equal force in all directions 
and that the “gas” from dynamite dispels the “inertia” more quickly than 
gunpowder. Does dynamite form a gas? Is it a gas that produces the de- 
struction?’ 

In years gone by when I was a tenderfoot prospector “giant powder,” 
“rend-rock” and “hercules” were the then known nitroglycerin explosiver 
for mining camps, made, respectively, from nitroglycerin mixed with gun- 
powder, sand and sawdust. The “giant powder” was used for disihtegrated 
or decomposed rock formations, “rend-rock” for hard blue granite and “her- 
cules” for lime rock. 

Many a stick of “hercules” have I warmed in the hosom of my shirt 
to thaw it out to the explosive point, warmer than 41 degrees Fahrenheit. 
I have seen “rend-rock” thrown into the fire, where it would sputter and 
boil like molasses, but I failed to see any gas generated from it. An empty 
nitroglycerin tin can was on the dump, where the sun warmed the juice 
into life. A miner came along and gave Ahe can a kick-—the explosion 
shattered his leg to the thigh. Was it gas? | 

Take a 40 per cent stick of dynamite to blow up an old stump, bore a 
hole with a two-inch auger into the.ground at the root of the stump at an 
angle of 45 degrees until yo strik a hard, solid root, then place the dyna- 
mite equipped with detonating cap and fuse into the hole against the root. 
Tamp the hole with dirt—it need not be done solid, just closely-—and light 
the fuse. The destruction is against a sclid root and the stump is blown to 
it will blow the dirt away from

Put a small bit of dynamite into a gun barrel and a gun wad on the 
dynamite, then explode it. Will it force the gun wad out of the barrel or 
will it blow the gun to pieces? 

To my notion gunpowder forms a gas that follows the least resistance, 
while dynamite seeks resistance. and its energy is as unsolved as the bolt 
of lightning that destroys b' vacuum—or is it gas? By the way, is the 
pain from the “cracker” of a mule skinner’s whiplash from the lash or 
from the vacuum mude”y the “crack” of the lash? 
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How Wheat Is Handled in Markets 
of Europe 


ONDON has no elevutors, and never has had, although it buys more 

L wheat than any other city. It has 6,000,000 mouths to feed, so that 

the grain is devoured as fast as it arrives. To give bread to Lon- 

don, writes Herbert N. Carson in Harper's Weekly, would take the entire 

crop of Indiana or Siberia. Neither are there any elevators of any impor- 

tance in Paris, Berlin or Antwerp. Whatever wheat arrives at these cities 
is either hurried to the mill or reshipped. 

Wheat is too precious in Europe to be restored for a year or two rears, 
as may happen in Minnesota. Rotterdam has one elevator only and of moi- 
erate size. Neither Odessa nor Sulina has any of large proportions, for the 
reason than in Odessa the labor unions have an unconquerable prejudice 
against elevators, and in Sulina the grain is held only a short time and then 
forwarded elsewhere. . 

This Sulina, as a glance at the map of Europe will show, is the loneliest 
of all the wheat cities. It stands on a heap of gravel at the mouth of the 
Danube—an oasis of human life in the vast marshy wildnerness. The «lil- 
dren born there have never seen a railway, but 1400 ships leave the stone 
docks of Sulina every year laden with enough wheat to feed London, Paris 


and Berlin. 
To find the exact reverse of Sulina, we must go 











to Buenos Ayres--the 


premier wheat city of South America and the gayest of them all. Built up - 


at firet by the cattle trade, and now depending mainly upon wheat, this 
superb city has now become the topmost pinnacle of South Americah luxury 
and refinement. it has several new elevators, erected by the railway com- 
panies. i 

For every 18,000 pounds of wheat that goes to the city there will go back 
to the farmer one pound of gold. For every loaf of bread upon a Londonor’s 
table there will go a cent and a half to the man behind the reaper. And so 
the sale of every wheat crop means that the gold will come throbbing out 
into the arteries of business, like the blood from the heart, and on its way 
back and forth nourish the whole body of the nation. 

More wheat and a more efficient organization of wheat agencies—that 
is the program of the future. Already one unsuccessful effort has been 
made to hold an international wheat congress, and the second attempt may 


end more happily. Now that the world has become 80 small that a cable

OST of us are familiar with the legend of the man in the Far Hast 
who wandered away to search for diamonds, only to come back 
poverty-stricken in his old age and learn that his successor had 

found them in the dooryard of his old home. It is proverbial that we seek 
the gold at the foot of the rainbow. 

Diamonds” and “gold” may be taken as symbolicin this use: happinesa 
likewise is frequently at our hand when we seek far without finding it— 
unless those philosophers who asseft there is no sneh thing 18 happiness 
are correct. Even the dog bays the moon in a voice which is, according to 
the human estimate of dog tones, filled witn unrequited longing. 

Thus tens of thousands of Americans travel to Burope every year, visit- 
ing Switzerland, Norway and other sections for scenic beauties which they 
might see in the dooryards of their native country. The Grand Canon of 
the Colorado, the Royal Gorge of the Arkansas. the geysers of Yellowstone, 
the great forests of California, the old missions of the Southwest, even 
Niagara—unknown, one or all, to a large percentage of the people who each 
summer go to Europe on sight-seeing tours and for change and rest—in 
which latter event we are told that the waiters get the charge and the 
landlords the rest, while the tourist comies home empty of puise and void of 
satisfaction. 

And those who see withoue seeing—they are also legion. St. Louis 
has her hundreds and perhagts thousands who long for a mountain vacation 
and yet have never seen Forest Park. Numerous historically interesting 
things about the city are unknown to the vast majority of its inhabitants. 
Thousands here never entered the gates of the World’s Fair during its 
progress, while hundreds of thousands came from distant places for that 
privilege. The cool Ozarks lie at our very door, but we long for the 
Adirondacks. Whether it be in things financial, spiritual or scenic we are 
forever lcoking into the unknown and longing for that which is distant and 
frequenily impossible. 

With something like this in mind a Washington writer has recently 
been telling the history of an old wagon which daily may be seen, but by 
most passers-by is either unseen or not noted, at the curb of the Treasury 
building. For more than a quarter of a century this wagon has been used 
to haul treasury notes from the printers and eng:avers to the Treasury 
department. it has hauled every dollar any of us has possessed during its 
lifetime, and all the untold millions most of us never have had nor ever 
will; every paper dollar or multiple of a dollar, in short, that has been 
issued by the United States since 1883. 

This vast sum of money, all of which that old wagon has hauled, would 
fill a train of freight cars ten miles long. According to its literary his- 
torian and statistician, if the packages it has held were piled one on top 
the other they would make a monument fifteen miles high. If the bills 
were placed end to end the string would be 250,000 miles long, or equal to 
ten times the distance around the world. They would carpet a road 50 
feet wide from New York to San Francisco. Their weight in coal wouid 
supply the average family with fuel for 250 years. Had an expert begun 
counting this money in the days of Columbns he would have been half 
through when Mr. Taft was inaugurated. 

This old wagon is always loaded down with rectangular packages of 
12% pounds each. In tvery package are 4000 bills. If the bills are of the 
lowest denominaticn, the package is worth $4000. If of the highest, $10,000. 


it is worth $40,000,000. One package of this great value once rode in the 


wagon. 
And yet how many have passed the old wagon, regarding it merely as 
a truck, and hurried on to see the six-toed Indian and hear the whispered 
echoes in the dome of the capitol—the one a historical figure, each of the 
others more or less of a freak! And most ¢f the visitors have never 
realized that one of the Indians in the fresco has six toes, at that.

One <sserts with much 
in and ind:gnation that | man can scarcely be 
blamed for hunting up an affinity if he contin- 
ually finds his home made unpleasant by “nag- 
ging.” neglect or slou~ .ness. Whereupon a nun- 
ber of o.hber en, fo'iowing the lead of the first 
and probably attracted br the opportunity to 
anonymously exprers their feelings, come to his 
support. 

It may safely be asserted, then, that in St. 
Louis a combination of the lure of lovelit eyes 
abroad -and the menace of loveless optics at 
home is res onsible to an alarming extent for 
men leaving home. A large per cent o° the di- 
vorce cases bring o facts corroborative of this 
view. “Incompatibility” and “lack of congenial- 
ity’ may cover a nultitnde of sins when those 
terms are used in a divorce petition filed after 
the man-bas left home, but while tnev are zener- 
alitics to the disintere ted, they _mean—much 'o 
those whose situation is thus described.

She shows that a larg. number of desertions 
come as the familv increise: and more mouths 
swallow up the proceeds of the man’s daily toil. 
He puts his shoulder to the wheel for a’ while, but 
the demand for food increases at home and the 
price moves upward at the market. After a 
time he faces.» daily deficit between his earnings 
and the requirements of the househoi.. Utter 
discouragement follows, with no apparent relief 
in the future, so the man finally deserts, leaving 
his wife and child, or children, to get along as 
best they may. Most of *hese cases come to the

preciated there. 

“The modern tendency to make women wage 
earneis,’ continues Mrs, Upshaw, “ds also respon- 
sible for a large proportion oj the deserted homes. 
A young girl goes to work in a factory or a 
store. She has no choice. In these times, when 
the necessaries of life are .o expensive, each mem- 
ber of many families has to earn what he (or she) 
can in order to enable the family to get along. 

“The girl works five vears, and then marries. 
If she be an exceptional girl, perhaps her experi- 
ence has done her good by teaching ier the value 
of a dollar. But more likely she. has learned 
nothing. As soon as she is married she thinks 
the thing for her to de is to have a good time. 
She puts on a kimono and settles back in a chair, 
where she can be good and easy. The house be- 
comes a sight. 

“Now, if the husband is as slovenly as she is, 
no great harm has been done, so far as their do- 
mestic relations are concerned. But if his mother 
was a good housekeeper and he was used to a tidy 
home, he soon becomes u.sgusted. He criticises 
her, and she becomes angry. She is too stubborn 
to yield and he is too orderly to live in disorder. 
Finally he becomes tired and disappears. 

“This is wronr <A man is taught a trade. A 
woman should be taught how to keep house. But, 
as I said, under modern conditions many women 
have no choice—they are compelled to nopeene 
wage earners.’

| Putting Witness Into Limelight in Order 
to Shame Him Into Telling Truth 
or to Assist Court in Determining 


if He Falsifies. | 


ROM tho pessimistic viewpoint c: the police 
judge the Biblical aphorism, “All men are 
liars,”’ is so true that it seems to be the 

only truth :n police jurisprudence. 

“Perjury is rampant in St. Louis,’ said Judge 
Daniel O’Connell Tracy. “The haruest work a 
police judge does is to sift from the mass of per- 
jury presented to him every day one little grain 
of truth upon which to base his judgment.” 

From this it may be supposed that the sanctity 
ef the oath has no longer any hold upon the 
American people. Whether this is the result of 
the non-religious spirit of the people and a break- 
ing down of the moral fiber, or the ca.elessness 
with waich the. oath generally is administered, 
or a misunderstanding of the nature of the oath 
as administered in the courts, Judge Tracy would 
not say, but he was sure that the t' ith was so 
universally disregarded in the police courts as to 
b@Glmost nil, and that when it was encountered 
% was so unusual as to be commente.] upon. 

“From the cocaine ‘fiend, who is notoriously 
tntruthful, to the speed-maniac millionaire, who 
would not lie under ordinary circumstances, all 
men lie when they are Jut upon the witness 
st din a police court,” said Judge Tracy. 

“Out of the mass of mendacity ehat is present- 
ed to a police judge every day all ue can do is 
to use his psychologicai attainments, sift out the 
grain of truth that may »e in he testimony and 
base his judgmen on that. There is an average 
of three witnesses to a side and the defendant 
who can be rélie; upon to lie in every police court 
case, The amount of peijury committed in the 
city in a day is therefore appalliag.

Recently a police judge in Washington ar- 
a searchlight upon the bench, so that he 
throw a strong beam of light into the faces 
of the witnesses who were testifying »~fore him.

The “limelight” invented by the Washington 
judge, who place’ a power’ | reflector behind the 
light on his desk and turned it on the face of the 
thief or his witness or the witness against him, 
has, in the opinion of Judge Tracy, solved the 
problem of approximately arriving at the truth. 

The careless manner in which the oath.is ad- 
ministered in most American courts of justice is 
thought to be one reason for its disregard. A 
coatless clerk raises his hand in a carcless man- 
ner and rattles off the form of oath in an unintel- 
ligible manner. Men :.nd women ~-no have been 
in court often -me to believe that the clerk, and 
consequently the court, looks upon the adminis- 
tration of the oath and the oath itse.* as a mere- 
ly perfunctory performance. 

A great many of ihe‘prisoners and witnesses 
are foreigners who do not speak Enzclish. They 
follow example and raise their right arms when 
told to do so. ‘hey hear a jumble of words that 
mean nothing to them, and they drc_ their arms 
when they see the policem: \, who is probably 
going to testify against them, do so. Do they 
realize the sanctity of the oath? It is not likely. 

Anyone who has been in a police court fre- 
cxently knows with what utter disregard the 
oath is given. He has seen negroes lift their right 
hands, in the meantime looking abort the court- 
room at their friends and grinning, nodding their 
heads carelessly when the clerk has finished 
speaking. But of the oath, what do they know? 
Even the man o’ intellige-ce apr rently has the 
same disrespect of the office of accepting the 
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“The problem of judging prison-rs in a police 
ccirt would seem to be utterly hopeless,” said 
J ‘ge Tracy, commentin~ upon the difficulty of 
getting the truth from witnesses. “There is only 
one way to do it. The justice must average the 
liss he heurs, subtract what truth mav have been 
told and deauce his judgmen.. 

“When a case is callci before me and the 
principals and witnesses are lined up before the 
bench I look them over carefully. Their demean- 
or in court tells me much of their - aracter and 
sincerity. How they take the oath, how they act 
all through the conduct of the case tells whether 
the testimony ther are th. to give is anywhere 
near the truth. 

“It is a strange thing ‘hat | wave observed 
in the 13 years I have ‘been connected with police 
cou~<s as prosecuting attorney and jr -e that the 
hesitating, floundering, emtarrassed witness is 
most generally telling the truth. The man who 
comes on the witness stand and ‘lig . ib story, 
who is seif-contained and confident, generally is 
the man who has framed wu) his story in ad- 
vance.

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AERONAUT’S REMARKABLE EXPERIENCES AT GREATEST HEIGHT EVER REACHED 


N 1862 James Glaisher F. R. 8,, made eight 
balloon ascents under the auspices of a dis- 
‘inguished ommittee of the British Asso- 
ciation: for the Advancement of Science. In one 
of these ascents—-that made from Wolvérhampton 
on Sept. 5—Glaisher succeeded in reuching the 
greatest height ever attained by an aeronaut. 
36,000 feet. Her follows the thrilling story. of 
that record voyage in’o the air, as told by the 
scientist himself in his repdrt to .he committee. 
It gives a vivid idea of the difficulties Prof. Todd 
will have to overcome in his aerial trip next Sep- 
tember: 

“This ascent had been delayed. owing to the un- 
favo.able state of the weather. It commenced at 
1:03 p. m.; the temperature of the air was 59 
degrees; at the height of one mile it was 41 
des-ees, and shortly afterwaid 7e entered a 
cloud of about 1100 feet ii. thicknees, which the 
temperature of the air fell to 36) ? degrees. On 
emerging from the cloud at 1:17 we came upon a 
flood of strong sunlight, with a beautiful blue sy 
without a cicud below, its surface veing varied 
with endless ‘hillz, hillocks, mountain chains and

sid’. He has made up his mind ha. to tell and 
probably has thought out the answers to hypo- 
thetical questions of the prosecuting attorney 
or the judge. For truth give me the em* irrassed, 
floundering witness. se may not be telling all 
of it, but he will drop a few g-ains of truth in 
the tulk of his lies. 

“Tare is a lot of human nature behin1 all this 
lying in the police courts.~A man who is being 
tried for being drunk swears to tell the truth. 
His very appearance is the best evidence against 
him. Tne policeman who arrested him tells a 
monotonous story of why he arrested the prisoner. 
The prisoner generally says he + 3 not drunk— 
a glass of beer or two, that’s all. When a ‘drunk’ 
has the courage and sense to co..fess his weak- 
ness it is so refreshing that I seldom have the 
heart to punish wim. Truth is so scarce in the 
courtroom that when I hear it feel like re- 
warding it, although that is what those on the 
witness stand have swern to tell. 

“Women on the vitness stcnd are no worse or 
no better than the men. They are generally 
witnessed in the socalled ‘clothesline wars,’ and 
c-e side being arrayed against the other, they 
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ing, while Mr. Coxwell, in consequence of the ex- 
ertions he had t. make, had breathed with dif- 
ficulty for some time. At 1:51 the barometer 
reading was 11.05 inches.

the most expert lines of perjury and tell with 
such a semblance of truth ana such a convincing 
manner that it would take a Solomon to judge 
issues and arrive at the truth. 

“There is only one way of getting at the truth 
in the police court, that ‘s throw the light into 
the face of the witness and wring the truth from 
him. A man will not lie so readily when he is 
in the light as when he is in the dark. My dis- 
trict, the first in the city of St. Louis, is the larg- 
est in the United States. It reaches from the 
middle of the river to the western city limits, 
and from Washington avenue to Arsenal street. I 
try on an average of 75 cases a day for 300 days 
in the year and examine on an average 500 wit- 
nesses a day. \ 

Every one of those witnesses has an interest 
one way or another. I will grant that a great 
many of them do not intend to He. Many fine 
men and women are drawn into the police court 
as witnesses, yet the line of interest is so finely 
drawn that they cannot tell themselves when 
they begin or leave off telling the tru.n. It takes 
a searchlignt to find the truth on a police court 
witness stand.’’ 

Tnomas L. Anderson, City Attorne’, 
many thousands of cases, serious and trivial, 
the First District Police Court. 

“If perjury were not so serious a crime, the 
lack of truth in the police courts would be laugh- 
able,” said he. ‘‘Men who will tell the truth 
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neck, but none over those of my legs or arms; in 
fact, I seemed to have none. As in the case of the 
arms, all muscular power was lost in an instant 
from my back and neck. 

“I dimly saw Mr. Coxwell in the ring and en- 
deavored to speak to him, but could not; when in 
an instant intense black darkness came, the optic 
nerve finally losing power suddenly. I was still 
conscious, with as active a brain as at the present 
moment while writing this. I thought I had been 
seized with asphyxia, and ‘hat I should experience 
no more, as death would come unless we speed- 
ily descended. Other thoughts were ~ctively en- 
tering my mind, when suddenly | became con- 
scious, as on going to sleep. I cannot tell any- 
thing of the sense of hearing; the perfect stillness 
and silence of the regions six miles away from the 
earth (and at this time we were between six and 
seven miles high) is such that no sound reaches 
the ear. 





“My last observation was made at 1:54 at 29,000 
t. I suppose two or three minutes fully were 
cupied between my eyes becoming insensible to 
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under ordinary circumstances will lie in police 
court to influence their. cases in the most un- 
blushing manner and it takes an adroit brain 
to circumvent most of trem. 

There seems to be no ~ay in which men can 
be induced to tell the truth in a police court. To 
arrive at the golden mean of veracity a prose- 
cuting attorney is often forced to go to ridicu- 
lous lengths, and then perhaps the effort is not 
worth much. An attorney can lead witnesses 
into making the most exaggerated statements by 
suggestion and show them to be utter liars, and 
then they get sullen and their usefulness as wit- 
nesses is at an end. 

“There are always two viewpoints to every bit 
of history. No two men ever saw the same thing 
the same way. But if there are six persons on 
the witness stand in one case there are sure -to 
be six ways for it to have occurred. 

“A man or woman in trouble in a police court 
very often develops into a dandy little liar when 
he or she gets on the witness stand, and hardly 
know how they do it. I have in mind a case 
in which a woman tied herself up in ludicrous 
manner. She had recently come from Chicago, 
where she had been known to be friendly with 
thieves and Chinamen. The Chicago police askei 
our force here to look for her and send her back. 
there to be tried for some crime. 

“She was arrested on the street after a Cetec- 
tive had watched her talking to a Chinaman ‘or 
15 minutes.

LR©"ADY a trust-ridden nation, we are now

octopus—one which, it is asserted, will 
shortly reach such gigantic proportions that it 
will overshadow all the rest, requiring from them 
s tribute which they in turn will exact from 
the people. This is to be “The King of Trusts;”’ 
a ruler which will lay tax on all, high and low, 
one whose tentacles will reach into every home 
and wrap themselves about every individual. 

From high authority comes this warning, and 
in every section of the United States may. be 
found evidences of the danger pointed out. Right 
here in Missouri was begun one of its preliminary 
movements toward the control it is expected soon 
to assume if its advances are not checked. Every- 
where surrounding up, and particularly in the 
South, West and Northwest its present activities 
are manifest. — 

This new menace in the trust form seeks 
to control the water power of the “Jnited States. 
From such power springs the life of an enor- 
mous percentage of our manufacturing and gen- 
era] business industries. That it is in process of 
forming—is, indeed, far advanved in its forma- 


_tion—has been indicated by no less a person than 


Theodore Roosevelt, and more recently a grave 
warning as to its possibilities for harm has been 
sounded by Gifford Pinchot, Chief Forrester of 
the Tinited States.

Herbert K.ox Smith, Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions.

It should be remembered that only recently— 
just now, in fact—has inventive genius opened 
the way for the greatest use of water power. A 
few years ago water power vas Of value only in 
the immediate vicinity of where it existed. Thus, 
it has not been '»ong since the old water mill 
for grinding wheat and corn and making flour 
and meal in a small way was practically the only 
use to whicn water power was put. With the 


coming of steam the water mills went lar~ely out 


of use. 

But now coal is being exhausted anc the cost of 
steam power is rising. And at the same moment 
electricity has come into its uwn and power from 
water can now be carried over slender copper 
wires for hundred of miles with scarcely a /per- 
ceptible degree of loss in transmission. New 
methods and inventions have also been discovered 
which make its application to factories, on rail- 
roads, for the lighting of cities and even on the 
farm more highly available, and these facilities 
are being increased every day. Many of them are 
now in the hands of the Water Trust crowd, sur- 
rounded by patents which make them unavailable 
outside the group which controls them. 

Thus has come about the opportunity for the 
monopoly of the gigantic ‘ree power which for so 
long existed, and on the heels of the opportunity 
have come the men to grab it—the same men who 
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Dam at St. Anthony’s 
flour 
aggregating 


have “grabbed” so many other of the natural re- 
sources of tne country away from the whole peo- 
ple for the benefit of the powerful few. 

Where is all this gieat power in water which 
the new “trust” is now prevaing to appropriate? 
It is a startling fact that wherever the questioner 
can be, he may be answered by the s aiement 
that a portion of the power lies right at his hand. 
In other words, it is latent in every stream, brook 
or river, between Canada and the Gulf, and like- 
wise throughout the world. : 

True, its availability is greater in some places 
than others, but present-dav inventions have 
eliminated the natural water fall as a necessity to 
the deve.opment of power. Civen a stream whose 
floods can be controlled and a veach of land aloug 
its banks where the water restra'ned bv the erec- 
tion of an artificial barrier can be conserved and 
the power can be generated—and from there car- 
ried to any point within. a radius of several hun- 
dred miles. Thus may be seen the vast and wide- 
spread possibilities of the water power for which 
the new trust is reaching and against the en- 
croachments of which Chief Forester Pinchot is 
making his fight. 

Naturally, the efforts of the water monovoly 
crowd are directed first to gaining control of 
the points of greatest vantage, and the where- 
abouts of these may be indicated to a considera- 
ble extent after a careful] study of the streams of 
the country. A local possibility witn which the 
people of St. Louis ard a wide adjacent country 
are familiar may be cited as being near Keokuk. 
lo., on the Mississippi. Great sums of money are 
at this time being expended there by a powerful 
financial interest which proposes to furnish light 
and power to St. Louie and a large number of 
vther towns up and down the Mississipp) Valley.

It is the organized few 
against the unorganized many. Mr. Pinchot’'s ef- 
fort is to arouse the many, to the end that they 
may protect themselv.s. : 
Since the rivers and streams of the country 
belong to the people and are under the control

securing a bonus for taking them, as was the 
casé with many of the railroad grants of the 
West, and thus conserve to the whole good the 
benefits which have heretofore gone to the few. 

There is no intent that the various govern- 
ments shall go into the business of furnishing 
‘water power to the people, although there are 
many opportunities for municipalities to do this 
for themselves instead of allowing corporations 
the privilege; but the chief benefits to the coun- 
try at large will be in the increase of total 
wealth and. the consequent decrease of taxes as 
8 whole.
